My Dear Sir: 


Your letter received. It is not quite as much in detail as I want to know. Please advise me 
as follows: 


The number of standard dollars which have been removed from Philadelphia, including 
the Sub-Treasury, the Mint and the Post Office placed of deposit, to Washington vaults, and the 
cost of transportation, if you are able to give it, per thousand dollars. 


Second: give me the storage capacity under the control of the Sub-Treasury per standard 
silver dollars, the storage capacity at the Mint Building, without reference to the condition and 
the storage capacity at the Post Office Building. I presume the storage room for thirty-six 
millions, which you speak of in your letter of yesterday, is additional room to what I have 
referred to in dies communicated. 


Is it safe to make a vault for the storage for silver bullion or silver dollars on a second 
floor? And what will be the character of props to sustain such weight? 


The Committee on Appropriations consider the transportation of this silver as 
unnecessary. The whole number of standard dollars in possession of the Treasury, to wit, two 
hundred and forty-three millions are covered, within then million, by certificate, so that if the 
dollars remain where they are and are the safe keeping, this is no public policy in removing 
them. To remove from San Francisco the forty millions of standard silver dollars there stored 
could cost $280,000; whereas, vault could be erected at San Francisco for about $30,000. The 
same is relatively true of New Orleans and also relative time, by way of Philadelphia. 


Please give me, at your prompt convenience, this information.
